Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. l l . —Harry 
K. Thaw cut his wrists and throat 
in a private house on Walnut street, 
west of Fifty-second street, here to­ 
day and was taken to St. Mary’s 
hospital, 
according 
to Captain of 
Detectives Tate, 
who 
had 
been 
searching for him. 
Early reports 
did not indicate whether Thaw was 
dead or dying. 
According 
to 
Captain 
Jfate, 
Thaw's whereabouts were learned 
early today and the house was sur­ 
rounded. 
When detectives entered 
Hie place they found Thaw had cut 
his wrists and throat. 
Thaw, Tate says, asked that Dr 
Kirby be sent for. When the doctor 
arrived he ordered Thaw* removed 
to St. Mary’s hospital, where Dr. 
Kirby is head physician. St. Mary’s 
hosiptal is in the extreme north­ 
eastern part of the city and several 
miles from the house 
in 
which 
Thaw was found. 
Captain Tate later said he had 
been informed that Thaw was ex­ 
pected to die. 
What Thaw cut him­ 
self with Tate said he didn’t know. 
The 
house 
where

found is in a short distance of the. 
street where Thaw was in an auto 
accident last May. It was a damage 
suit instituted against his mother,
